Since this is the time of year 
to plan the planting of ever- 
greens and to order them, es- 
pecially large pines, firs and 
spruces, it is also the time to 
warn that many people make the 
mistake of not giving evergreens 
the proper amount of elbow 
room. 

Tall growing evergreens 
Should not be planted close to 
«e's house, It is better to use 
ilem for specimen plantings. 
‘This means they should be prop- 
erly placed—and spaced—in an 
open lawn. 

Pines and spruces require a 
great deal of room.
